In the matter 
of financial assistance, Japan has now decided that she will not 
Officially help China, and she bases that decision on the fear of 
creating political complications by holding out the hand to either 
one section, or the other. But there is somewhat of a reservation 
in this regard, for Viscount Uchida says the Government cannot. 
‘undertake to discourage any financial or economic enterprises 
of its ‘nationals "so long as. they sre the natural and 
- legitimate outgrowth of special relations. between the two 
. neighbouring and friendly nations.” “This is a trifle ambiguous, 
- and the world would like to feel essured that’ in this regard there 
- will be no infringement, either in letter or spirit, of the principle of 
> ‘the. Open Door, to which the Japanese Government is now 
- committed. . cee 
Phe Japanése Foreign Minister plainly declares that Japan has 
~ no territorial ambitions in China, that she pledges herself ‘to respect 
the independence and integrity of the country, and that she will 
abide faithfully to the principle of equal opportunity for all ngtions. 
Moreover,-we have a’ definite promise thet Kiauchan shall be 
restored to’China, in accordance with the provisions of the Treaty 
under which it was occupied. “At the sanie time,” says Viscount 
upon the rich natural 
economic existence, 


t 


all his Colonial career in Hong- 
kong, and the break of over thirty 
years’ ties with the Colony will 
no doubt be keenly felt by him, 
as it will by many others who 
have been brought into’ close 
contact with him. Over such & 
lengthy space of time it was 
inevitable that any man should 
make, if not enemies, detractors a8 
well as friend# Sir Henry was 
no exception to the rule.
